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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant invention 
replaces the known on-site fingerprint detection and analysis. The essential difference from the 
prior art is that the instant invention provides a portable, lightweight, and high intensity 
wavelength specific light source. The light source includes a compactly mounted LED with an 
extended diode lifetime provided by a portable power source having associated resistor for 
selection of electric current and voltage. The desired luminous output from the diode for 
observing a wide area is obtained by maintaining current from the power supply. Therefore, the 
instant invention provides a light source that is both sufficiently powerful to produce the 
requisite high-intensity light, and light enough to allow quick, mobile, and hands-free use. These 
features in combination with other elements of the claims are not disclosed or suggested by the 
prior art of record.
